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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 

In compliance with the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1952, together with reports of the 
Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of 
the County Farm and Hospital, House of Correction, and Jail, 
and Auditors. 

The County has had a very good financial year. It has ended 
the 1952 fiscal year with a net budget surplus of $37,672.91. 

A great deal of money has been spent on the County Institu- 
tion, but it is our belief that the county property should be main- 
tained in a good condition. A freezer locker, at a cost of $4,600.00, 
has been built and is now operating. This will be self-liquidating 
in a short period of years as produce and other farm products are 
now processed and stored for winter consumption. Other repairs 
include elevator, $800.00; renovation of boiler house chimney, 
$1,100.00; new electric ovens and steam kettle in the kitchen, 
approximately $2,100.00; and many other minor improvements and 
repairs. 

The farm itself, is showing a steady improvement in produc- 
tivity and quality of stock. Milk production records of some cows 
in the herd have received County and State recognition. And, if 
the present program is continued, it will be only a short time 
before the County Farm herd is one of the outstanding herds in 
the State. The Farm and Hospital revenue amounted to $115,056, 
12. This is the largest sum ever realized from the institution and 
has been accomplished by the persistent efforts of the personnel 
to collect money due the County. 

Due to the acceptance of the Alien Assistance Law by the 
State, the burden of relief in a great many cases is now shared 
by the federal government, resulting in a decrease of the welfare 
costs, but the Board and Care of Children program shows a steady 
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increase as many parents completely forget their obligations to 
their children, and abandon them to be taken care of by the 
various welfare agencies. 

To all employees of the County, officials of the towns and 
the City of Berlin, who have aided us in the administration of 
County affairs, and to all individuals, clubs and organizations who 
have so kindly contributed to the welfare and happiness of the 
inmates in our institution, we are very grateful.

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Superintendent s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Tax Payers of 
Coos County: 


This has been a very successful year at the Farm as our 
financial report shows. Production of milk, animals and crops 
was excellent. We were awarded first place in the Green Pastures 
Program of our State and County Institutions. 


The plant has been improved by a sixteen foot square deep 
freeze. We were able to freeze all our surplus of garden produce 
and we also note a saving in meat slaughtered on the farm. It is 
a splendid addition to the plant facilities. It was necessary to 
reline and top the big chimney on the boiler house. We installed 
a stainless stock kettle and stainless steel steamer in the lower 
kitchen. A new bathroom and shower was installed in one hospi- 
tal corridor. These improvements and repairs which cost over 
$8,000 were financed out of the budget without special appropria- 
tion. The usual maintenance program with minor improvements 
was carried out. 


The hospital has had a very busy year. We admitted a total 
of 1,156 patients including out patients. 310 operations were per- 
formed, 490 X-rays were taken. The average patient stay was 14.5 
days. There were 93 births, with an average baby stay of 4.5 days. 


Through the co-operation of Dr. John Blodgett the Quimby 
Camp Hospital Fund was used to purchase a second Oxygen Unit, 
a modern iceless type. A donation of $100 was received from the 
Beecher Falls Manufacturing Company and was used to purchase 
stainless steel equipment for the hospital. To these donors and 
to the many others who remembered the hospital and inmates we 
owe our sincere thanks. The Salvation Army of Berlin, the Y- 
Teens of Colebrook, the Gideon Bible Society of Canaan, the 
Christmas Carolers all remembered us. 


We wish to thank Commissioners Paine and Rich for their 
fine co-operation and encouragement, the Medical Staff and the 
Nursing Staff for their splendid assistance at all times and in all 
emergencies, all other nurses and aides who have helped us in so 
many instances. 
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Our sincere thanks to our loyal employees who have worked 
so willingly and pleasantly with us; to the Clergy, Rev. Leo 
Gilbert and Rev. William Bowers who have faithfully held services 
and attended to the spiritual needs of our patients and inmates; 
and to our friends and neighbors who have encouraged and helped 
us at all times. 


We hope many of you will visit this Institution this next year. 
We are always glad to show you around. Visiting hours in the 
hospital are from 2 to 4 P.M. and 7 to 9:00 P. M. every day—in 
the House of Correction and Jail from 2 to 4 P.M. on Sundays, 
only.
